FISHING ONTARIO 


Fishing has long been a favourite 
outdoor activity in Ontario for young 
and old alike, and is a key part of 
the province's heritage. Whether 
you enjoy fly-fishing on a trout 
stream, down-rigging for salmon, 
ice fishing for jumbo perch or 
angling for a trophy northern pike or 
muskie, the opportunities are almost 
endless. 


As an avid angler, | have seen first- 
hand the important relationship 
between healthy waters and healthy 
fish populations. We cannot have 
healthy fisheries without good fish 
habitat, which is also an indicator of 
a healthy human environment. 


To ensure that we have healthy waters and fish, the Ministry of 
Natural Resources will be placing greater emphasis on habitat and 
fish community restoration, watershed planning and local 
stewardship programs this year. We will also do more to get young 
people involved in angling. As young anglers grow up, they 
develop a greater appreciation for the environment and can 
become partners in conservation, working with the ministry's 
biologists to improve fish habitat, clean up our lakes and rivers, and 
enhance our fisheries. 


Providing fishing opportunities close to home is one way to foster 
greater participation on the part of families and youngsters. 
Many of the province's urban centres are close to great fishing. 
To provide even more opportunities for youngsters to catch a fish, 
in 2003 the ministry will carry out additional stocking of 
catchable-size rainbow trout. 


As we promote these opportunities, we'll also raise the profile of 
underused or alternative species that are widely available, fun to 
catch and tasty to eat.

In order to make it easier for 
anglers of all ages to go fishing, 
we are streamlining — the 
provincial fishing regulations. 
We will be standardizing the 
seasons and limits for most 
species across Ontario over the 
next couple of years. 


You will notice. in this year's 
summary that the regulations on 
splake and muskie have been 
streamlined. Splake seasons are 
now open year round in most 
areas, with the same creel limit 
across the province. Muskie 
seasons have been extended to 
December 15 in many areas. 
Anglers fishing for other species 
will also benefit as we continue to simplify the regulations for all our 
major sport fish. 


Commercial advertising has also been included in the summary. It 
helps the ministry provide better customer service to anglers by 
highlighting goods and services that may be of interest, and raises 
additional revenues for the Fish and Wildlife Special Purpose 
Account, which is used exclusively for fish and wildlife management. 


By following the regulations and advice found in this Summary, you 
can do your part in ensuring that Ontario's recreational fishery is 
strong and sustainable now and for future generations to enjoy. 
And remember, healthy waters mean healthy fish.

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The Ontario Fish & Wildlife 
Advisory Board is a group of 
individuals, representative of the 
vast outdoor community supporting 
conservation, preservation, and 
sustainability of our province's fish 
and wildlife resources. It is a 
privilege to chair this advisory 
body, and have the opportunity to 
work with such a dedicated group 


of conservationists. 


The board provides advice to the 
Minister of Natural Resources on fish and wildlife matters, monitors 
revenue and expenditures related to the Special Purpose Account, 
promotes outdoor experiences, and assists in the development and 
implementation of an effective and efficient fish and wildlife 
program. The board members are hunters, anglers, tourist outfitters, 
trappers, and commercial fishermen — a good cross section of 
people who truly care about the sustainable management of our 
natural resources. 


This past year was an exciting one with the passage of the Heritage 
Hunting and Fishing Act. The members of the advisory board were 
active participants in consultations with stakeholders, and were 
vigilant in ensuring its timely passage. The new act affirms that the 
outdoor community has a right to hunt and fish in accordance with 
the law. The act also establishes a Fish and Wildlife Heritage 
Commission. The Commission will have a broader range of 
responsibilities than the existing Fish & Wildlife Advisory Board. 


Taking care of our fish and wildlife resources is an enormous task. 
It can only be done successfully through ongoing communication 
and information sharing among those who value the social, 
economic, and cultural traditions of recreational fishing and other 
wilderness activities. Resource users contribute over seventy per cent 


of the dollars used for the fish and wildlife program. These dollars 
go directly into the Special Purpose Account, which is used solely for 


- fish and wildlife conservation and management. 


The board has been instrumental in licensing improvements, fee 
changes, and new revenue sources to enhance fisheries 
management. The introduction of paid advertising: in both the 
Hunting and Fishing Summaries is only one of the ways the board 
has contributed to significant increases to the Special Purpose 
Account. We have also provided valuable advice on streamlining 
the regulation summaries to make them more user-friendly, 
promoted the stocking of warm water fish species, and assisted in 
discussions with the Commercial Fishing Industry and the Bait 
Association. The formation of an access sub-committee has allowed 
for closer monitoring of a number of access issues, and resulted in 
enhanced fishing opportunities. The advisory board continues to 
promote improved service quality to angling clients, effective 
marketing, the maintenance of a world-class enforcement program, 
and the importance of good science for effective management. 


As we move forward with new initiatives, we will continue to actively 
seek the advice of all stakeholders and resource managers. Fishing 
is an important part of our heritage, and it is up to all of us to use 
our precious natural resources in a responsible manner to be 
enjoyed now and for future generations.

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Most Canadian residents need a licence to fish in Ontario. Fishing 
licences are sold by more than 2,000 licence issuers, with all sales 
revenue used to manage the resource. If you are fishing in Ontario 
for the first time, we welcome you and offer this information to guide 
you through the purchase of your first Outdoors Card and fishing 
licence tag. If your Outdoors Card has expired, don’t wait — order 
your new card and licence tags today. (For information on non-resi- 
dent licence requirements, see page 4). 


What is an Outdoors Card? 


An Outdoors Card is a plastic, wallet-sized, identification card to 
which your Ontario fishing licence tag is affixed. It acts as a durable 
carrier for your licence tag for three calendar years. 


Is an Outdoors Card a fishing licence? 


No. A complete and valid licence to fish consists of an Outdoors Card 
plus a fishing licence tag. If you do not have a current Outdoors Card, 
a temporary paper licence enables you to fish until you receive your 
Outdoors Card in the mail. 


Who needs to purchase an Outdoors Card and Fishing 
Licence Tag to fish in Ontario? 
Most Canadian residents need an Ontario-issued Outdoors Card and 


fishing licence tag to fish in Ontario if they are at least 18 years old but 
have not reached their 65th birthday. 


Who does not need to purchase a Fishing Licence? 


1. Residents of Canada who are under 18 years of age or 65 years 
of age or older, and are in possession of their Birth Certificate. 


2. Disabled Canadian residents, if they are eligible for and in pos- 
session of EITHER: ~ 


® a Canadian National Institute for the Blind National Identity Card; 
OR 


® an Ontario Ministry of Transportation disabled person parking 
permit. 

3. Canadian residents with intellectual, neurological or psychological 
impairments or developmental disabilities who are in possession 
of their Birth Certificate, AND, who require the direct assistance 
of and are accompanied by another person while fishing for 
reasons of: 


® needing assistance with the act of fishing as defined by the 
Fisheries Act; 


OR 
® lacking the intellectual capacity to comprehend the regulations per- 
taining to fishing. 


Those who qualify to fish without purchasing a fishing licence as indi- 
cated above, may fish with the same catch and possession limits as 
holders of a Sport Fishing Licence Tag. Additionally, they have the 
same responsibilities as those who have purchased an Outdoors Card 
and Fishing Licence Tag and must abide by all regulations. 


See page 2 for a definition of a resident of Canada. 


Do Aboriginal people need an Outdoors Card? 
Members of Ontario Aboriginal communities, having established 
aboriginal and treaty rights, do not require an Outdoors Card or 
Ontario fishing licence tag to fish for personal use and taken within 
their traditional or treaty territory. 


Personal use is defined as for food, social or ceremonial purposes. 


Individuals should be prepared to provide identification showing 
their community membership. 


How do | get an Outdoors Card if | have never had 
one before? 


A resident of Canada who has never had an Outdoors Card may 
apply for an Outdoors Card to go fishing in one of several ways. 
The way you select depends on how soon you want to go fishing. 


If you do not intend to go fishing right away, you can submit an 
Outdoors Card application and payment to the Outdoors Card 
Centre through the mail. You will receive the card and fishing licence 


tag you selected in approximately four to six weeks. 


You can get an Outdoors Card application by calling 1-800-387-7011 
from anywhere in Canada. The application will be mailed to you. 


If you want to fish right away, the following temporary paper 
licences and Outdoors Card Applications are available from more 
than 2,000 licence issuers across the province: 


® Resident Sport Fishing Licence; 
AND’ 


® Resident Conservation Fishing Licence 
(both licences include an Outdoors Card Application). 


These temporary paper licences are effective immediately upon pur- 
chase and are valid for fishing until the end of the calendar year. 
The fee for either of these licences includes the cost of the three-year 
Outdoors Card. You will automatically be mailed the plastic 
three-year Outdoors Card bearing your one-year fishing licence tag 
by the end of the calendar year. 


My Outdoors Card has expired. How do I renew it? 


The date on which your Outdoors Card expires is shown on the front 
of your card (centre right). To avoid any lapse in your privileges, it is 
recommended that you renew your card as soon as you receive your 
renewal package. This package is automatically mailed to you in the 
fall of the year in which your card expires. 


You may renew your Outdoors Card in any of five ways: 


® in Canada, by connecting to the Internet at 
hitp://outdoorscard.mnr.stores.gov.on.ca and using your VISA, 
MasterCard or American Express credit card. You will need your 
Outdoors Card number and date of birth to complete this transac- 
tion. Please allow two to three weeks for your card to reach you. 


® in Ontario, by using the toll-free automated telephone system 
and your VISA, MasterCard or American Express credit card. 
This is the fastest and easiest way to renew. Be sure to have 
your Outdoors Card number on hand when you call. Call 
1-800-288-1155. Please allow two to three weeks for your 
delivery. 


® jn Ontario, at more than 60 ServiceOntario Kiosk locations. 
ServiceOntario Kiosks accept VISA, MasterCard and American 
Express transactions as well as bank debit cards. You will need 
your Outdoors Card number when you renew. Please allow two to 
three weeks for delivery. 


® from anywhere in Canada, by mail, using the renewal package sent 
to you in the fall of the year in which your Outdoors Card expires. 
For the convenience of Outdoors Card holders, a renewal package is 
sent automatically so you can renew before your current card 
expires. Payment may be made by VISA, MasterCard, American 
Express, cheque or money order. You will receive your card four to 
six weeks after you submit your renewal application. If you have mis- 
placed your package, call 1-800-387-7011 for a replacement. 


® in Ontario, by purchasing a Resident Sport Fishing Licence and 
Outdoors Card Application OR a Resident Conservation Fishing 
Licence and Outdoors Card Application from a licence issuer. The 
fee for either of these includes the cost of the one-year fishing 
licence and the three-year Outdoors Card. You will automatically 
be mailed the plastic three-year Outdoors Card by the end of the 
calendar year. 


| have a current Outdoors Card, but my licence tag has 
expired. How do | get a tag for this year? 


One year fishing licence tags are available from more than 2,000 
licence issuers across the province. Licences are often available from 
tourist outfitters’ camps and lodges, summer camps, sporting goods 
stores or bait dealers. In smaller communities, they may be available 
at general stores or other retail establishments. 


What is the definition of a resident of Ontario? 


A resident of Ontario is defined as a person whose primary resi- 
dence is in Ontario and who has lived in Ontario for a period of at 
least six months during the 12 months immediately before applying 
for a licence or using a licence. 


What is the definition of a resident’of Canada? 


A resident of Canada is defined as a person whose primary residence 
is in Canada and who has lived in Canada for a period of at least six 
months during the 12 months immediately before applying for a 
licence or using a licence. 


What types of fishing licence tags are available to 
residents of Ontario and Canada? 

There are four licence tags offered to Ontario residents and 
Canadian residents, for the back of the Outdoors Card: 


1. Three-year Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag; 
2. Three-year Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag; 
3. One-year Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag; 


4. One-year Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag. 


Purchasing a three-year fishing licence tag is the easiest way to 
maintain your fishing privileges for the term of your Outdoors Card. 


The three-year fishing licence tag is available: 


® when renewing your Outdoors Card using the toll-free renewal 
line (1-800-288-1155) and a VISA, MasterCard or American 
Express credit card; 


® when renewing your Outdoors Card over the Internet 
(http://outdoorscard.mnr.stores.gov.on.ca) with a VISA, 
MasterCard or American Express credit card; 


® when renewing your Outdoors Card from a ServiceOntario Kiosk 
with a VISA, MasterCard or American Express credit card or 
debit card; 


© when renewing your Outdoors Card with the pre-printed 
renewal application automatically sent to Outdoors Card holders 
when their card is about to expire; 


® when applying for your Outdoors Card with a paper application 
obtained from the Outdoors Card Centre. 


NOTE: this three-year licence option does not apply to the “Resident 
Sport Fishing Licence and Outdoors Card Application” or the 
“Resident Conservation Licence and Outdoors Card Application,” as 
these are one-year options only. 


The one-year fishing licence tag is also available to the holder of an 
Outdoors Card. One-year tags expire on December 31 of the year for 
which they are valid. To maintain fishing privileges in the following 
year, the angler must purchase another one-year licence tag from a 
licence issuer.

What is a Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag? 
For conservation reasons, fishing laws limit the number of fish an angler 
may catch or possess. The number depends on the type of licence the 


angler holds, the fish species, where the fish is caught and, in some cases, 
the size of the fish. 


With a Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag affixed to the Outdoors 
Card, the angler is eligible to catch and possess fish as specified 
beside the “S” on the Division/Species Table following each regional 
map in this summary. The Resident Sport Fishing Licence Tag is for 
anglers who wish to have full catch and possession fishing privileges. 


The Resident Sport Fishing Licence tag is available for three-year or 
for one-year periods. 


What is a Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag? 

For conservation reasons, fishing laws limit the number of fish an 
angler may catch or possess. The number depends on the type of 
licence the angler holds, the fish species, where the fish is caught 
and, in some cases, the size of the fish. 


With a Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag affixed to the 
Outdoors Card, the angler observes a catch and possession limit that 
is lower (in most cases), than that of a Resident Sport Fishing Licence 
Tag holder. 


Catch and possession limits are specified on the Division/Species 
Table following each regional map in this summary. The limit for the 
angler with a Conservation licence is indicated with a “C.” 


The Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag is ideal for the angler 
who wishes to live release the majority of the fish caught, or in the 
case of certain species, all of the fish caught. The holder of a 
Resident Conservation Fishing Licence Tag must quickly and carefully 
live release all fish of the following species:

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| live outside of Canada. Do | need a licence to fish in 
Ontario? 

Anyone who lives outside of Canada is considered a non-resident 
for the purposes of fishing licence regulations. Most non-residents 
need a fishing licence to fish in Ontario. Specifically: 


® Non-residents 18 years of age and over must purchase a fishing 
licence. 


® Non-residents under 18 years of age may fish without a licence 
if accompanied by an adult who has a recreational fishing 
licence. Any fish caught are part of the catch and possession 
limit of the adult who holds the licence. As another option, non- 
residents under 18 years may purchase a licence and any fish 
caught apply to the catch and possession limits of that licence. 


Non-residents 65 years of age or older are not exempt from 
licencing. 


NOTE: Non-residents camping on Crown land in Northwestern Ontario 
(Divs. 20, 21, 22, 22A, 24, 31, 33 and 34) must observe Conservation 
Licence limits except for in the border waters area (see page 72 and 78).

Where can | purchase a non-resident’s fishing licence? 
Non-resident anglers may purchase a fishing licence that is effective imme- 
diately at more than 2,000 locations throughout the province. Licences are’ 
offen available from tourist outfitters’ camps and lodges, summer camps, 
sporting goods stores or bait dealers, In smaller communities, they may be 
available at general stores or other retail establishments. 


A range of licences is offered to suit individual needs. 


Non-resident fishing licences are also available through the mail by 
calling the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources at 1-800-667-1940. 
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Legislation 


Both federal and provincial laws regulate fishing in Ontario. The 
main federal law with respect to fishing is the Fisheries Act, which 
protects and conserves fish and fish habitat. The Fisheries Act also . . 
regulates such things as fishing seasons, catch and possession limits, 
size limits, allowable gear and fish sanctuaries. The Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Act is the main provincial law regulating fishing. 
Fishing licences are issued under this Act. 


The penalties for fishing offences can be up to $1,000,000 or three 
years imprisonment, or both, depending on the Act and the severity 
of the offence. 


Conservation Officers 

Conservation Officers have powers of inspection, arrest, search and 
seizure under the various statutes they enforce, including the Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation Act and the Fisheries Act. When carrying out 
their duties, Conservation Officers may do the following: 


® stop and inspect a vehicle, boat or aircraft; 
® ask questions relevant to the inspection; 

® inspect buildings or other places; 

® search with a warrant; 


® search without a warrant in circumstances requiring immediate 
action; 


seize items related to an offence; 


arrest anyone the Conservation Officer believes has committed, is 
committing, or is about to commit an offence. 


Conservation Officers operate random “Fish Check Stations” throughout 
the year. At these stations, Conservation Officers collect information on 
fish caught by anglers and make sure the regulations are obeyed in order 
to manage and protect Ontario's fisheries resources. 


Police Officers appointed under the Police Services Act, RCMP Officers, 
National Wildlife Officers, National Park Wardens and Conservation 
Officers of all border states and provinces are designated Conservation 


Officers in Ontario. 


General Fishing Regulations 


¢ 


Definition of Angling 

Angling means fishing with a line that is held in the hand or is 
attached to a rod that is held in the hand or closely attended, and to 
which one or more hooks are attached. 


Open Seasons 

Fishing season opening and closing dates vary depending on the 
species and the area. It is illegal to attempt to catch fish for which 
the season is closed, even if you are going to release them. Closed 
seasons protect fish at vulnerable times of the year, especially when 
they are spawning or protecting their young. Please see the Map 
Specific Regulations to determine the fishing seasons for waterbodies 
in Maps A, B, C, D and E. 


Unless stated otherwise, species that are not listed (such as 
sucker and rock bass) have a year-round open season. 


Fish Sanctuaries 


No fishing of any kind is permitted in a fish sanctuary. Some bod- 
‘ies of water, or parts of them, are declared fish sanctuaries during 
certain times of the year. Fish sanctuaries are noted in the 
“Exceptions to the General Regulations” following the 
Division/Species Tables for Maps A, B, C, D and E. Note also that 
fish sanctuary areas are not always marked with signs. If you are at 
all uncertain, check with the local MNR office before fishing. 


Catch and Possession Limits 

Fishery laws limit the number of fish you may catch or possess. The 
number depends on the type of licence you hold, the species, where 
they are caught and, in some cases, their size. Note that for some 
species there are no limits. In these cases no reference will be made 
to a limit in this Fishing Summary. 


The catch limit is the number of fish you are allowed to catch and 
keep in one day. The possession limit is the number you are 
allowed to have in your possession on hand, in cold storage, in 
transit, etc. Possession limits are the same as one day’s catch limit 
except where otherwise specified in this summary (see Live Holding 
Boxes, page 6). 


If you catch a fish after reaching the daily catch and retain or posses- 
sion limit for that species, the fish must be released immediately back 
to the water. 


Shore Meals - Fish which are consumed as part of a shore lunch are 
also part of your daily catch and retain or possession limit. 


Where a lower limit is referenced in the “Exceptions to the General 


Regulations,” the lower limit also applies to conservation licence 
holders, if the referenced lower limit is less than the conservation 
licence limit. 


It is illegal to destroy, or to allow to spoil, fish which have been 
lawfully caught and which are suitable for food. 


Size Limits 

A variety of size restrictions apply to some species and waterbodies 

(see Map, A, B, C, D or E). Unless otherwise stated, size limits refer 
to total length, which is a measure from the tip of the mouth with the 
jaws closed to the tip of the tail, with the tail fin lobes compressed to 
give the maximum possible length. 


For some waterbodies, the regulation may specify a size limit that is 
a fork length. Fork length is a measure from the tip of the mouth with 
the jaws closed to the central part of the tail fin. If you catch a fish in a 
restricted size range, you must release it immediately (see Tips on Live 
Release of Fish, page 9).

With respect to sturgeon, length refers to the distance 
measured from the most posterior limit of the gill open- 
ing to the point where the posterior edge of the dorsal 
fin joins the flesh of the body. 


If the head has been removed, the measurement is 
taken from the cut edge mid-way between the back and 
the belly of the fish to the point where the posterior 
edge of the dorsal fin joins the flesh of the body. 


Exporting, Transporting or Storing Fish 
Export of Sturgeon 


An export permit called a “Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES) Export Permit” 
is required to export any sturgeon (in whole or part) from Canada. 
For more information, contact the Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans Canada at (905) 336-6472, or the closest MNR office. 


Export of Fish 

A recreational angler may, on leaving Ontario, take the designated 
possession limits for fish captured from a specific waterbody. Those 
with a Sport Fishing Licence may take the “S” possession limit and 
those with a Conservation Licence may take the “C” possession limit 
as noted in the Map Specific Regulations (see Catch and Possession 
Limits, page 5). Please also see the section on Bait, page 8. 


Packaging Fish for Transport or Storage 

When you are exporting, transporting or storing fish, you must 
ensure that the fish can be easily identified and counted. Where 
length limits apply, you must also ensure that the length of the fish 
can be determined except as described in Packaging Fish for 
Transport or Storage (see opposite). 


Transfer of Live Fish or Spawn 
No live fish or spawn may be transferred from one body of water to 
another without the authorization of the Ministry of Natural Resources. 


Live Holding Boxes 

If you use a live holding box or impounding device, it must be 
clearly marked with your name and address unless it forms part of 
or is attached to a boat. Any fish in holding boxes are part of your 
limit. Live holding boxes are not permitted in Div. 34 unless they 
form part of, or are attached to the boat. 


PACKAGING FISH FOR TRANSPORT 
OR STORAGE 


Many anglers travel long distances or cross interna- 
tional borders to enjoy the adventure of fishing in _ 
Ontario. We want to make sure that if you are pack- 
aging fish for the trip home, you are doing it 
according to regulations that help us monitor and 
enforce laws in place to protect fisheries resources. 


Fish caught and retained may be gilled and gutted 
but fish length must be readily measurable at all 

times for fish taken from waterbodies where size 
limits are in effect, unless the fish: 


are being prepared for immediate consumption; 


are prepared at an overnight accommodation for 
storage; 


are being transported on the water from a tempo- 
rary overnight accommodation to that person’s 
primary residence and that person is NOT 
engaged in sport fishing; or; 


* are being transported overland. 


In addition, when packaging fish for transport or stor- 
age, anglers must ensure that a Conservation Officer 
can determine: 


e the number of fish that you have; 


e the species that you have in your possession. 


When Packaging Fish, 
Anglers Should: 


Leave a large patch of the skin on all fillets for 
identification; 


Pack or freeze fish separately and flat so that they 
can be counted, identified and measured (clear 
plastic bags or clear plastic wrap is preferred).

Gear Restrictions 


Hooks and Lines 


An angler may use only one line, except for ice fishing, or unless 
otherwise stated in the “Exceptions to the General Regulations.” 


A fishing line must not have more than four hooks. On an artificial 
lure, a gang containing up to three hooks is considered to be one 
hook. In all other situations, a double hook counts as two hooks; 
and a treble hook counts as three hooks. 


Be sure to take old fishing line to tackle shops for recycling. 


Barbless Hooks 


In most waters where barbless hooks are required, a line must have 
no more than one barbless hook attached to it. Usually this will be 
either a single, double or triple pointed hook. Any extra hooks must 
be removed from lures. 


In some waters however, only one single pointed barbless hook is 
allowed. Check the “Exceptions to the General Regulations” follow- 
ing each map in this summary. 


A barbless hook means a hook that was made without a barb or has 
had its barb either completely removed, or compressed so that it is 
completely in contact with the shaft of the hook. 


Artificial Flies 

An artificial fly means a single or double hook dressed with silk, 
tinsel, wool, fur, feathers or other such material. It does not include 
a weight or a spinning device. In the following waters, only artifi- 
cial flies are allowed as bait: 


*® East Goulais River from Laughing Lake in Menard Twp. to the 
Goulais River (Div. 18); 


® Garden River from Ranger Lake to Garden Lake (Div. 18); 


® Little Jocko River from Hwy. 63 bridge to Jocko River in Eddy 
Twp. (Div. 18); and 


Arrow River between the dam on Arrow Lake (Hardwick Twp.) 
and the Robbins/Hartington Township line (Div. 21). 


Please check the “Exceptions to the General Regulations” for addi- 
tional Gear Restrictions for specific waterbodies. 


To many, fly fishing is almost a way of life. As well, fly fishing is more 
than just a popular method of catching trout in cold water streams, it is 
also an excellent way to catch other species such as lake whitefish, 
northem pike, mooneye and common carp. Some anglers find fly fishing 
for bass, panfish and even muskie an exciting activity. 


This year we are adding a new aN 


barbless hook, artificial lure only area aN 
on the Grand River, a popular fly fishing 
destination (see Exceptions to the General 
Regulations). In the future, we will be looking 

at expanding the number of artificial lure only 
waters. Anglers should note, however, that they 
can use these techniques in all waters throughout 
Ontario where angling is permitted. 


Local fly fishing clubs, tackle shops or fly-fishing friends can help 
you learn how to assemble and use fly tackle. Fly fishing is an 
enjoyable pursuit and can add a new dimension to your fishing .... 
why not give it a try! 


NOTE: It is illegal to use or possess lead fishing sinkers 
or jigs in Canada’s national parks and wildlife areas.

Ice Fishing 

The fishing regulations outlined in the General Fishing Regulations, the 
Division/Species Tables, and the “Exceptions to the General Regulations” 
apply to ice fishing. Please note the following additional information: 


® up to five lines may be used for ice fishing in Labyrinth Lake, 
including Waterhen Creek (Div. 19) downstream of Access Road 
bridge (Territorial District of Timiskaming); 


® in most other circumstances, two lines may be used for ice fish- 
ing except in some waterbodies in Divs. 7, 15, 16 and 29 (see 
“Exceptions to the General Regulations”); and 


you may use a tip-up for ice fishing, but must remain within 60 m 
(197 ft.) of any line with which you are fishing. At all times, you 
must have a clear and unobstructed view of the lines being used. 


Hut Registration 
Ice fishing huts must be registered with the local MNR office if they 
are on any of the following waters: 


° any part of Divs. 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 12A, 15 & 29; 


® Lakes Couchiching, Simcoe, Puslinch, Nipissing, Temagami, 


Scugog, Timiskaming, Manitou (Div. 28) and Trout (in the city of 
North Bay); 


Owen Sound and Colpoys Bay (Bruce and Grey counties); 


Long Point Bay on Lake Erie (Norfolk and Haldimand Counties) 
west of a line from the survey point at Turkey Point Marina to 
Pottohawk Point; and 


© the waters of Divs. 17, 18 & 23 lying in the Sault Ste. Marie district.

Bait 
Use of Bait 
Bait-fish 


In most areas of Ontario, only the following fish may be used as 
bait-fish: i 

© —Mudminnow family; 

Sucker family; 

Stickleback family; 

Lake herring of the whitefish family; 

Darter subfamily; 

Trout-perch family; 

Sculpin family; 


Minnow family except carp and goldfish; and 
Crayfish. 


In the Great Lakes, the St. Clair, Detroit, Niagara, St. Lawrence and 
St. Mary's rivers, Lake George, Lake St. Francis and Munuscong 
Lake, alewife and yellow perch may also be used as bait. 


NOTE: The use or possession of live fish for bait is not allowed in 
certain waters (see “Bait Restrictions” (pages 30, 56 and 80) and the 
“Exceptions to the General Regulations” for waterbodies where the 
use or possession of bait is prohibited, or contact your local MNR office 
for details, pages 91 and 92). 


Other Types of Bait 

Leeches, worms, northern leopard frogs and other frog species, 
except bullfrogs and specially protected amphibians, may be used as 
bait. For a list of specifically protected frog species, see section on 
frogs under Capture of Bait by Anglers, below. 


NOTE: Salamanders may NOT be used as bait in Ontario. Artificial 
salamander lures may be used. 


Capture of Bait by Anglers 


NOTE: It is illegal to sell angler-caught bait-fish, crayfish, leeches, 
frogs or spawn. Only holders of commercial bait licences may sell 
these types of bait. 


Bait-fish 

Only resident anglers with a valid fishing licence may capture their 
own bait-fish for personal use, using a bait-fish trap, dip-net or 
seine, subject to the following restrictions: 


® — resident anglers who catch their own bait-fish for personal use, 
may have no more than 120 bait-fish caught under the authority 
of a recreational fishing licence in their possession at any time. 

® — any live holding box must be clearly marked with the name and 
address of the user. 


NOTE: Non-resident anglers cannot take bait-fish for 
personal use by any means. 


ee a 
To catch bait, resident anglers may use only one bait-fish trap (no 
more than 51 cm (20 in.) long and 31 cm (12.2 in.) wide), clearly 
marked with their name. A trap can be used day or night at any 
time of the year in all divisions, except Divisions 13 and 23 (see the 
“Exceptions to the General Regulations” for additional restrictions). 


® Please check your trap on a regular basis to avoid wasting fish. 


Dip Nets 

® To catch bait, resident anglers may use only one dip-net [no more 
than 183 cm (6 ft.) on each side if square, or 183 cm (6 ft.) across 
if circular] during daylight hours (after sunrise and before sunset). 


® A dip-net may be used in all divisions, except Division 13. 


Seine Nets 

® To catch bait, resident anglers may use only one seine net (no 
more than 10 m (32.8 ft.) long and 2 m (6.5 ft.) wide) in the fol- 
lowing waters only: Lake St. Clair (Div. 1), Division 2, except the 
Niagara River; Division 5, except the Beaver River (also known as 
the Beaverton River) and tributaries in Brock Township from Lake 
Simcoe to the first dam; waters of Lake Ontario in Division 8; the St.

Only resident anglers with a valid fishing licence may capture their 
own leeches for personal use, subject to the following restrictions: 


e resident anglers who catch their own leeches for personal use, 
may have no more than 120 leeches caught under the authority 
of a recreational fishing licence in their possession at any time. 


® tocatch leeches, anglers may use one leech trap (that does not 
exceed 45 cm (17.7 in.) in any dimension); 


® traps must be clearly marked with the angler’s name. 


Frogs 

Resident and non-resident anglers with a valid fishing licence may 
capture their own frogs for personal use, subject to the following 
conditions: 


® recreational anglers who catch their own frogs for personal use, 
may have no more than 12 northern leopard frogs — or one (1) 
of any other species, except bullfrogs and specially protected 
amphibians — caught under the authority of a recreational fish- 
ing licence in their possession at any time. 


® Blanchard’s cricket frog, Fowlers toad, and the gray treefrog are 
specially protected amphibians in Ontario and may not be cap- 
tured or used as bait. 


Worms 

© There are no restrictions on the capture of worms for use as bait. 

© Earthworms may be brought into Ontario from the continental United 
States for use as bait provided they are in clean bedding (not soil). 
For more information, visit www.cfia-acia.agr.ca or contact the 


Canadian Food Inspection Agency at 1-613-225-2342. 


Import of Bait 
© = Itis illegal to bring live fish, crayfish or salamanders into 
Ontario for use as bait. 


® — Itis illegal to bring live leeches into Ontario for use as bait, 
unless you are the holder of a commercial bait licence. 


Release of Bait 


Release of bait-fish, crayfish or other types of live bait can seriously dam- 


age fish populations. Anglers must NOT release live bait into waters 
other than the waterbody where the bait was originally captured. (see 
Stop the Invasion, page 34). 


Capture of Bullfrogs and Snapping Turtles 


Holders of valid Fishing Licences may catch and retain bullfrogs for 
personal use from July 21 — Oct. 15; the possession limit is 10. No 
firearm other than a longbow or crossbow may be used to take 
bullfrogs. A person may hunt bullfrogs at na without a firearm and 
may shine a light for that purpose. 


Bullfrogs may not be taken in the City of Ottawa rereheatt 
the Regional Municipality of Ottawa-Carleton), the Counties 
of Prescott and Russell, Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, 
Leeds and Grenville, Lanark, Frontenac, Lennox and 
Addington, Prince Edward, Northumberland, Peterborough 
and Victoria, or in the County of Hastings south of, and 
including, the townships of Marmora and Lake Tudor and 
Cashel, Elzevir and Grimsthorpe. 


Holders of valid Fishing Licences may catch and retain snapping turtles 
during open seasons. For details on harvest areas, season dates and catch 
and possession limits, see the Ontario Hunting Regulations Summary under 
Game Amphibians and Reptiles or contact your local MNR office. 
Snapping turtles may only be captured by hand or by 
means of a box or funnel trap that does not injure or kill 
the turtle. The upper shell of a snapping turtle may not be 
removed from the carcass until immediately before it is pre- 
pared for consumption. 


Please note it is illegal to take bullfrogs, northern leopard frogs, green 
frogs, snapping turtles or any form of wildlife from provincial parks.

Safe Boating and Fishing 


Safe Boating in Areas of Commercial Fishing 


The commercial fishing industry in Ontario, which is primarily focused 
on the Great Lakes, harvests fish using trawls and a variety of station- 
ary nets. All nets must be identified by means of buoys, stakes and 
markers which identify the owner of the net and the location of the 
beginning or end of the net. Besides these markers, there may be 
additional buoys (e.g. plastic or steel cans) that indicate intermediate 
portions of the net or anchor lines. Boaters should be aware that, 
because the length of some nets may exceed several thousand 
meters, it may not be possible to see both ends. 


To ensure safe boating in areas where commercial fishing activity takes 
place, please consider the following: 


® many retail and wholesale freshwater fish outlets can provide infor- 
mation regarding local net marking systems; 


e = many local yacht clubs, sailing clubs, power squadrons and mari- 
nas have information regarding commercial fishing activities in 
local waters. In some cases, detailed maps of fishing locations and 
specific markings may be available; 

® report unmarked nets immediately to the closest Ministry of Natural 
Resources office; 


© treat commercial fishing gear with the same caution as any other 
floating device, apparatus or debris; 


e when a net marker is encountered it may not always be possible to 
observe which way the net runs under the water especially during 
summer months, when nets are usually set in cooler deeper water; 


e lures and other sharp foreign objects stuck in commercial nets are 
hazards to commercial fishers; 


® tampering with commercial fishing gear is dangerous to boaters and 
is an offence under the Fisheries Act; 


e if your gear accidentally becomes entangled in a commercial net, 
contact the commercial operator immediately; 


© entanglement of cannonballs may present a serious and danger- 
ous situation to boaters. Cannonball cables, if not released from 


the net immediately, can act like an anchor. If this occurs, the 
downrigger line should be cut immediately with wire cutters; 


e boaters should recognize that maneuvering a trawler can be very dif- 


ficult. Be aware that standard boating rules and regulations apply 
when encountering any large commercial fishing vessel.

Safe Boating and Fishing near Hydro- 
electrical Generating Stations and Dams 


These areas can be dangerous. Boaters and anglers should avoid get 
ting too close fo the powerful surge of water from dams and spillways. 
To ensure safe boating and fishing in these ares, please: 


approach slowly and always wear a personal flotation device; 


watch for warning signs or barriers above or below dams and stay a 
safe distance away from them; 


stay clear of the “headpond” or “tailrace” water at dams and spill- 
ways. Water level and flow can change without warning. It can 
quickly swamp your boat and put you in the grip of an undertow. 


don’t wade into moving water; 


stay sober. Drinking and driving a power vessel is just as dangerous 
and illegal as drinking and driving a car. 
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the Spread of Exotic Species 


Harmful exotic species are often spread unknowingly. As an angler 
or boater, you should always take precautions to help stop the 
spread of exotic species. You should also be aware that there are 
laws in place to help ensure that unauthorized introductions do not 
take place. 


A licence is required to: 


® stock fish into Ontario waters; 

e ship or transport live fish other than bait-fish taken from a water- 
body; 

© transfer and deposit fish taken from one waterbody into another; 

® import leeches into Ontario for use as bait. Only the holder of a 
commercial bait licence may bring live leeches into Ontario for 
use as bait. 


It is illegal to: 


® release bait-fish, including crayfish or any other live fish, except, 
into the body of water from which they were taken. If you are 
not sure what lake or river they came from, do not release them; 
release aquarium fish into Ontario waters; 
import into Ontario for use as bait any live fish, live crayfish or 
live salamanders; 

© possess a ruffe, except when transporting a dead specimen to an 
MNR office; 

® use live smelt as bait or possess live or dead smelt while fishing 
in Division 22, 22A, 30, 31 and 32 in Northwestern Ontario. 


Remember: 


® take care when cleaning smelt. Do not rinse equipment or dump 
entrails into a lake or river. Fertilized smelt eggs can easily start 
an invasion of a new watershed; 

© never release or flush aquarium pets, plants or water into natural 
waters, drainage ditches or sewers. 


ium Fish - many people release unwanted aquarium 
pets into natural waters. Not only is this activity illegal, it can harm 
the environment. Several exotic species of plants and animals have 
been introduced to the Great Lakes region by this practice. If you 
have an unwanted aquarium pet, you can return it fo a local pet 
store, donate it to a school, or contact the Fish Rescue Program at 
1-800-563-7711 - it will be better for your pet and the environment. 


Moving Live Fish - Many new populations of smallmouth bass, 
rock bass and other fish species have been established in Ontario trough 
unauthorized stocking. These introductions are often 
conducted by individuals with good intentions of cre- 
ating new recreational fisheries. However, this < 
practice is illegal and can cause great harm to existing 
recreational, commercial and bait-fisheries. The negative 

impacts of these stocking activities offen become widespread as the intro- 
duced species spreads to other lakes through connected waterways. A 
licence is required for all fish transfers and stocking into Ontario 
waters. 


By spreading the word and taking action against exotic species you 
will help conserve Ontario's healthy fisheries!

Have You Ever Tried Fishing for 


Carp? 


The common carp is fast becoming a popular fish 
species for Ontario anglers. Originally native to Asia 
and Europe, the carp was introduced to North 
America in the 1800s and are now common across 
the continent. 


Carp can easily be angled from shore. They are most 
commonly caught using spinning or baitcasting gear 
but natural baits may also be used. Carp often feed on 
the surface during the summer and can be angled with 
fly fishing tackle and properly presented, slowly worked 
jigs and flies. 


Although they can reach weights of up to 50 pounds 
(22.7 kg.), most carp caught by anglers are 5-10 
pounds (2.3-4.5 kg.) in weight. They are a very strong 
fish and put up a determined fight when hooked. The 
angling season for carp is open year-round. 


Carp are present in all the Great Lakes and inland 
waters of southern Ontario. Some good spots for carp 
fishing include the Rideau and Trent canal systems, the 
St. Lawrence River and the Bay of Quinte. 
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GUIDE TO EATING ONTARIO SPORT FISH 


Fish can accumulate contaminants to levels that may pose a health hazard to the public. To protect the health of 
those who consume sport fish, the Ontario Government tests fish from lakes and rivers throughout the province for a 
wide variety of contaminants such as mercury, PCBs, DDT, mirex, toxaphene and dioxins. The results of this testing 
program are made available through the Guide to Eating Ontario Sport Fish. The Guide provides species and 
size-specific advice on fish consumption from more than 1,600 locations throughout Ontario.

The Cileithrum Project = The Cleithrum Project is the provincial repository for biological data on 
muskellunge and northern pike. The cleithrum (a crescent shaped bone under the gill flap) should be removed from 
any fish found dead or which has been angled and is being kept for food or mounting. Information on the size of the 
fish, such as length, weight and girth, and the body of water where the fish was obtained should be recorded and 
submitted along with the cleithrum bone(s) to the Royal Ontario Museum, 100 Queen's Park Crescent, Toronto, 
Ontario M5S 2C6. An information package can be picked up at your local Ministry of Natural Resources office. 


Genetic Biodiversity Study - Research scientists with the Ministry of Natural Resources have initiated a program, in 
conjunction with Muskies Canada, to collect muskellunge tissue samples for genetic analysis. This information will be used to identify 
unique genetic strains and preserve biodiversity. Anglers wishing to assist are only required to collect four to five uncleaned scales from 
each fish.

Inspect your boat, motor, trailer, and boating equipment (anchor, centreboards, rollers, axles) 
and remove any zebra mussels and other plants and animals that are visible before leaving 
any waterbody.

Drain water from the motor, livewell, bilge and transom wells while on land before leaving the 
waterbody. 


Wash/dry your boat, tackle, downriggers, trailer, and other boating equipment to kill harmful 
species that were not visible at the boat launch. Some aquatic nuisance species can survive 
more than 2 weeks out of water so it is important to: 

e rinse your boat and equipment that normally gets wet with hot tap water (greater 
than 40°C); or : 

e spray your boat and trailer with high pressure water (250 psi); or 

e dry your boat and equipment for at least 5 days before transporting to another 
waterbody. 


Empty your bait bucket on land before leaving any waterbody. Never release live bait into a 
waterbody, or release aquatic animals from one waterbody into another.

A bold and significant step towards reversing the decline of recreational fisheries in Georgian Bay and 
the North Channel of Lake Huron has been taken as a result of the combined efforts of the Eastern 
Georgian Bay/North Channel Fisheries Stewardship Council and the Ministry of Natural Resources. This 
Council, comprised of a broad base of stakeholders, was instrumental in developing recommendations 
aimed at promoting the rehabilitation of depressed fish populations and ensuring the sustainability of 
recreational fishing opportunities now and into the future. These recommendations were enhanced by the Ministry of Natural Resources with the 
addition of further protection for spawning-size walleye and northern pike and standardizing size limits across a large part of the province. 
Together, these changes represent a better future not only for local fish populations but also for stakeholders who benefit from a healthy and 
diverse aquatic ecosystem. 


For details on these new regulation changes, please refer to the highlighted changes on pages 38 and 40. These changes apply to all of Division 16 
and 17 except for those areas indicated in the "Exceptions to the General Regulations."

New fishing regulations affecting non-residents of Canada 
came into effect in November of 1999 for the international 
border waters area in northwestern Ontario. The international 
border waters includes Lake of the Woods, Obabikon and Cul 
de Sac Lakes, Rainy River, Rainy Lake, and all other waters 
included in the blue shaded area on the map below. 


The changes affect the number of walleye, sauger and lake 
trout that non-residents can catch and retain in one day and 
the total number that can be possessed at any time. For alll 
other species, non-residents sould refer to the catch and 
possession limits shown on the Division/Species Tables and the 
Exceptions to the General Regulations. 


All non-residents of Canada need to be aware of the 
following:

¢ non-residents of Canada are no longer required to have 
proof of accommodation or a Border Water Conservation 
Tag to retain fish;

bass. These colorful 
little scrappers are abun- 
dant in many Ontario waters. 
They are flat, similar in shape to your 
hand, and seldom exceed one pound in 


weight.

Panfish are excellent species Caught in Lake Erie 


for young anglers. They are 

aggressive feeders and will readily take a variety of baits. Not 
only do they put up a great fight, especially on light tackle, they 
also make a delicious meal. As an added benefit, panfishing is 
open year-round in most areas. 


Panfish associate strongly with underwater structure such as 
docks, stumps, logs, boulders and weed beds. They are usually 
found in schools and feed actively throughout the day. 


You don't need a boat or expensive gear to fish for panfish. 

Probably the best setup is a light spinning or spincast rod outfit- =~ 
ted with light line, a small float, a split shot sinker and a small 

hook baited with a piece of worm, small minnow or a leech.
